THE dense gloom of the suffrage situa- 
tion in Grea‘ Britain was pierced 
by a ray of humor when, the next day

after Sir Edward Carson received a letter 
from Mrs. Pankhurst demanding that he 
put votes for women in the constitution 
of his provisional government, the an- 
nouncement was made that it had been 
there all the time! There are two rea- 
sons for this—first, that Sir Edward and 
his colleagues do not wish to receive any 
of those delicate little attentions which 
the suffragettes have been giving Pre- 
mier Asquith and his cabinet; and, sec- 
ond, that there isn’t going to be any pro- 
visional government. 


The recent annual congress of the 
Church of England gave a day to the 
woman movement and for the first time 


invited women to address it. This ac- 
tion brought out a vigorous protest from 
Lord Curzon, president of the Anti- 
Suffrage Association. ‘‘It has been re- 
ceived with apprehension .nd dismay,”’ 
he said, ‘‘and will be deplorable in con- 
sequences.’’ His lordship is suffering 
from a complication of aristocracy, nar- 
row-mindedness and old-fogyism, from 
which there is no hope of recovery. His 
attitude proves that the movement he 
represents is not only anti-suffrage, but 
anti-woman’s-progress and anti-democ- 
racy. It is good to know that it is 
headed in the direction taken by the 
swine in the Scripture, not to follow the 
analogy any further. 


The first use the Chicago women are 
going to make of their voting privi- 
lege is to take hold of the garbage sys- 
tem and find out what is done with the 
$15,000,000 that the city appropriates 
for it. Women shouldn’t begin by 
asking embarrassing questions, and 
this certainly will illustrate that they 
have entered ‘‘the dirty pool of poli- 
tics.’ It will illustrate also that they 
will not hesitate to do so if it will 
result in a clean city and sanitary 
schools and homes. One would sup- 
pose, however, that Chicago men 
would feel considerabl« shame at the 
situation. 

The suffragists of Aiabama are in- 
viting Congressman Heflin to come 
down home and address them. H- would 
not be a male man if he did sot just 
hanker to show off his oratory to an au- 
dience of feminine admirers, but in this 
case it would be a little embarrassing aft- 
er his recent assertion that the only wom- 
en who want the suffrage are old maids, 
unhappy wives, cranks and faddists, and 
referring them to the barnyard to find the 
proper position of their sex. Public men 
should now be a little careful about their 
speeches on this question, as the day of 
reckoning is nearer than it used to be.
